VIEWS VARY ON 
GERMAN REPLY 


The Berlin Representatives 
Think Negotiations Now 
Are Necessary 


PARIS, April 16.—The acceptance 
of the German government was 
handed to the Reparations Commis- 
sion today and there was much en- 
thusiasm at reparation headquarters 


when it became known that Ger- 
many would collaborate with the 
commission in the’ settlement of 


this most difficult problem on the 
basis set forth by the experts. 

The text of the reply, \ hich was 
brief, follows: “The German gov- 
ernment has the honor to acknow- 
ledge the receipt of the note of the 
reparation commission of April 11, 
concerning the experts’ report. The 
German government considers the 
reports offer a practical basis for a 
speedy solution of the reparation 
problem, Therefore, it declares its 
willingness to collaborate in the ex- 
ecution of the experts’ plans.” 

France, Great Britain, Belgium 
and Germany now have announced 


reports, and Italy's acceptance is 
expected soon, 
Already there appears to be a 


distinction, if not a difference, be- 
tween the Interpretation of th» Ger- 
man reply by the Reparation Com- 


mission end the German delegation. 
The latter says the acceptance 
means that negotiations will be 
necessary in which Germany will 


have an equal footing with the oth- 
ers. The British prime minister's 
acceptance is regarded here as vir- 
tually unconditional, while Premier 
Poineare’s reference to the report 
needing touching up, is held to be a 
forerunner of various reservations, 

The differences do not, appear to 
be such that they cannot be over- 
come, and optimism is increased by 


the fact that a “speedy solution,” 
is the keynote of the various ac- 
ceptances, 


ELECTRICAL STORM 
STRIKES WINNIPEG 


Telegraphic Communica- 
tion Interrupted But No 
Trains Delayed 


WINNIPEG, April 16.-—-After ex- 
periencing various brands of weath- 
er, which included an_ electrical 
storm, rain, sleet and snow, during 
the past twenty-four hours, Winni- 
peg and Manitoba points reported 
miniature winter conditions tonight, 
with a light snowfall continuing and 
a freezing north wind. The pedes- 
trians, who have been the main suf- 
ferers during the storms, were given 


some hope, however, with the 
weather man forecasting: ‘Mostly 
fair, stationary or higher tempera- 
tures,’ 


The storm, which extended to the 
head of the lakes and into south- 
eastern Saskatchewan, did not delay 
train service, though telegraphic 
communication between Hastern and 
Western Canada waa interrupted for 


reveral hours this morning. Points 
further west report “cold and 
windy” or “threatening rain, with 
cool temperatures” tonight.

WASHINGTON, April  16.—Two 
former Attorney Generals of the 
United States, A .Mitchell Palmer 


and Harry M,. Daugherty, and one 


former Governor General of the 
Philippines, Francis Burton Harri 
son, were accused of serious and 


personal wrong-doing during rapid- 
ly shifting testimony today before 
the Senate Daugherty Investigating 
Committee, 

Only two witnesses were heard, 
one, Gaston B, Means, investigator, 
who has been long active in inter- 
national and domestic affairs, and 
the other, George W. Storck, ac- 
countant for the Department of 
Justice, but out of the web of their 
stories were developed repeated ac- 
cusations of monetary misconduct 
and later of default in Department 
of Justce prosecutions, 

Means took his account of bribe- 
taking straight to the door of Mr. 
Daugherty by repeating statements 
be ascribed to Jess Smith, the late 
companion of the former Attorney 
General. Ho also confirmed and ex- 
tended impressions left by Storck, 
whose testimony was a prolonged 
report of the investigation made by 
himself, upen the orders of John 
W. Il. Grim, former Assistant At- 
torney General, into the conduct of 
the allen property office. 

In the brisk play of question and 
answer, Means described Mr. Palm- 
er “looking scared to death” com- 
ing out of Mr. Daugherty's office 
aftes charges agalust his adminis- 
tration of allen property had been

HUGHES READY TO 
PROSECUTE FRAUDS 


Secretary Says He Will See 
That Justice Rules the 
United States 


(Speclal to Tho Bulictin). 

NEW YORK, April 16, — Every 
dishonest official and every perver- 
ter of administrative authority in 
or out of office, will be brought to 
justice without sacrifice of constit- 
utional procedure, Secretary of 
State Hughes promised, in a key- 
note address as temporary chair- 
man of the New York Republican 
State convention at the town hall 
here last night, His address is regard 
ed as an authentic statement of ad- 
ministration views. 

Hughes declared. that there are 
crooks in every party and that now 
and then one of them gets into 
office. ‘ 

“Let wrongs be exposed and pun- 
lished, but let no partisan  peck- 
sniffs affect a ‘Holler than thou’ at- 
titude,”” he remarked, ‘The corrupt- 
ing currency may be found in Dem- 
ocratic satchels,’’ 

Tells of Harding Achievements, 

Hughes took especial pains to 
counteract the effect of the Port- 
land speech of Senator Hopper 
which criticised “The bad appoint- 
ments" of the late President Hard- 
ing. He repeatedly emphasised the 
achievements which took place un- 
der Harding. 

As to the republican policies for 
the coming campaign, Hughes de- 
clared that: “President Coolidge ts 
his own platform,” 

His first message sto Congress, 
Iiughes said, charted the course of 
the party. 

“No other platform is needed, The 
best assurance of the future is the 
character of President Coolidge.” 

Hughes promised that the work 
which was left unfinished at 
armament conference limitations of 
aircraft, submarines and 
mament.—-"Will be taken up as soon 
as there appears to be # reasonable 
prospect of success,” 

Plunging into the seande! question 
Secretary Hughes said: “Let it be 
understood that we extensuate no 
crime, We would not put any ob- 
stacle in the way in the discovery 
and punishment of any official and 
every perveter of administration tn 
or out of office. This is a duty which 
‘can be, and will be, completely dis- 
charged by the epproprias* agencies 
without any sacrifice or conatitu- 
tlonal proceedure,

LONDON, April 16 While the 
powerful selsamographs at lakdale- 
muir, Scotland, have been on the 


jump during the last week recording 
several tremors and quakes, mostly 
of a minor nature, at distances esti 
mated from 600 to 8,000 miles, the 
British Isles themselves have re- 
mained unshaken, 

The government moteorological 
department said today that there 
was no record on the selsamographa 
of any earth disturbances tn Great 
Britain during the past few days, 
and that there were no indileationa, 
such as usually appear prior to local 
tremors, that anything but peace and 


quiet below the surface will be ex 
perlienced tn these parts tn the near 
future, Their statement was prompt 
ed by aueries from abroad, based on 
reports that there have been pro 
nounced recurrences of the tremors 
of early April experienced tn spots tn 
northern and eastern Mngland,

Tales Of The Old World 


Ahmed Shah Is Well Prepared for Exile, Having Taken 
With Him Jewels Valued at Forty. or Fifty Million 
Dollars—Intrigues of Turkish Politics Read Like 


Stories of Dark Ages

It seems but the other day that 
Ahmed Shah, barely eleven years 
of age, a small and very fat boy, 
was forced to submit to his preclamn- 
ation as the King of Kings, and tu 
affix his signature and seal to the 
decree ordering the 


Shah to whom he was deeply at 
tached» He had been until then his 
father’s favorite child, and the little 
boy simply idolized him. His entire 
life until then had been spent undet 
the paternal roof, and under the 
watchful eye of his mother, a prin+ 
cess of the old Turcoman dynasty of 
the Kajara. The idea that he was 
about to be torn from their side tn 
order to be turned over to the tender 
mercies of men whom he had al 
ways been taught to regard as his 
father's most bitter enemies was 
more than he could bear, 

His parting from his parents took 
place at the Russian Legation at 
Teheran, in 1909. They were all 
three overwhelmed with grief, The 
efforts of the fallen Monarch and ot 
his wife to console the child seemed

While the Mx-Shah is known to 
haye brought these treasures from 
Teheran to France and to Bnglaud 
on the occasion of his last retucn 
from Persia to the West, there is no 
record of his having disposed of any 
of them either by means of sale or 
iby use as collateral for loans. Tha

[likely to starve while in exile dur- 
jing the remainder of his days, After 
all no one can blame him.

Cash oats were quict, with the 
lower grades losing 1-2¢, while 
rye was neglected, Barley was 
in good demand with only light 
offerings coming out.
